Herewith Fourth annual report of ‘the Dsribee 
Police Department. 


Your Officers were called or sent out 181 times 
during 1966, not including traffic duty immediately in 
town, as against 148 calls during 1965 and 101 in 
1964. These figures speak for themselves. 


Our Department put in more time on patrol this 
past year, as I had suggested in my report of one year 
ago, and I feel that these patrols have paid dividends. 


The time shown for so-called patrol work, covers 
a great deal more than merely riding; your officers, 
while on this late night coverage, meet many and va- 
ried situations that have all the potentials of possible 
trouble. They met and handled many such problems 
in 1966, much to their credit. 


The intermittent see-sawing on town roads by 
your officers, has, we know for sure, discouraged many 
acts of vandalism and deviltry. However, it is impos- 
sible to be everywhere at once, and much deviltry gets 
by all of us. 


The N.H.S.P. do most of the Motor Vehicle work 
in the area. The Sheriff’s Department and State Police 
cover the more serious crimes and complaints: we 
asssist both in many cases, however, the minor com- 
plaints and misdemeanors account for a great deal of 
time and effort.

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FIRE RECORD 


Fire records are made by people — those who 
cause fires and those who control them. Your forest 
fire warden, deputy wardens, fire chief and firemen 
have, in spite of a prolonged drought, made one of 
the best fire control records in recent years. Despite 
a very dry spring, we in New Hampshire working to- 
gether, have substantially reduced our fire incidence 
(885 in 1965 to 595 in 1966.) 


This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state- 
town organization jointly carrying out pro- 
grams of forest fire prevention, training and 
Suppression with dedicated personnel. 


2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control 
program and your individual effort in prac- 
ticing fire prevention. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for im- 
provement. Major problems are still with us; (1) the 
careless disposal of cigarettes; (2) the householder’s 
carelessness in burning rubbish; (3) the failure of 
woodlot owners and contractors to completely extin- 
guish their brush burning fires; (4) failure to extin- 
guish camp fires; (5) unsupervised children playing 
with matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,839,000 acres of woodland 
to be protected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest 
fires on this area and restricted acreage burned to 
395 acres — a fine testimonial to the efficiency and 
dedication of the men who make up our forest fire 
control organization. 


1. If you must burn you will need a permit. 


Permits are not issued between 9 A. M. and 
5:00 P. M. except on rainy days. Permits are 
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not needed when the ground is covered with 
snow. ‘To minimize risk the best way to dis- 
pose of rubbish is at your authorized town 
or municipal dumping area. 


2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 
3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 


4. Most important — Instruct your children that 
matches are not play things.

Gentlemen: 


_- In 1966 your town appropriated funds for continu- 
ing control of the White Pine Blister Rust in coopera- 
tion with the Division of Resources Development. 
Final returns to the Division showed that 1438 towns 
and cities, once again the largest number in the history 
of the work, did likewise. This vote of continued con- 
fidence in the Department by the public is most encour- 
aging and sincerely appreciated. 


Conforming to our yearly custom, there has been 
prepared and is attached herewith, a statement briefly 
summarizing accomplishments and expenditures of 
state and federal funds. 


Most of the work in the areas examined in Ossi- 
pee in 1966 was done by the Supervisor personally. He 
did, however, use one of his seasonal scouts one day. 
Because of the scarcity of ribes found in the areas 
worked, and the need for completing work in other 
towns to which he was committed it was decided to 
postpone further control work in Ossipee until the 1967 
season. Supervisor Woodward will, in the course of 
his planned public relations work, contact you and 
members of your Board in the near future to discuss 
the present status of the project and his future plans 
as it pertains to your community. 


In our financial statement, the amount reported as 
“Cooperative Aid” covers not only expenditures for 
actual ribes eradication, but also state and federal 
funds spent in 1. detailed mapping and inspection of 
areas prior to actual control work, 2. research work 
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that has reduced the size of the control area, and 3. re- 
search in control methods to reduce costs of control 
work. The mapping survey provides a permanent rec- 
ord which is of great value in planning future examin- 
ations and workings of white pine stands. in your com- 
munity. 


Control of the White Pine Blister Rust disease 
has been established on 98.7% of the entire state con- 
trol area (2,500,000 acres). We are fast approaching 
our goal when the entire area will be on a controlled 
basis, requiring only minimum funds to maintain this 
condition. |
